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Prescription  Exemptions 

SCHEME  IMPOSED  ON  SCOTLAND 

THE  Pharmaceutical  General  Council  (Scotland)  met  on  May  1  to 
consider  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  informing 
them  that  it  had  been  decided  to  introduce  the  same  scheme  for  exemp- 
tion from  prescription  charges  as  will  operate  in  England  and  Wales 
(see  C.  &  D.,  May  4,  p.  390). 


The  Council  decided  that  it  had  no 
option  but  to  comply  and  is  now  ne- 
gotiating terms.  First  meeting  with 
officials  of  the  Home  and  Health  De- 
partment took  place  on  May  3. 

Society's  Annual  Meeting 

NOTICE  GIVEN  OF  TWO  MOTIONS 

AT  the  annual  meeting  of  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Lon- 
don on  May  15,  Mr.  C.  W.  Robinson 
is  moving  the  following  motions : 

That  this  meeting  deplores  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  discontinuing  reciprocity  agreements 
and  calls  upon  the  Council,  subject  to  the 
wishes  of  the  States  concerned,  to  take  imme- 
diate and  unconditional  steps  to  restore  them. 
That  this  meeting,  recognising  that  the  law  pro- 
vides no  means  whereby  a  pharmacist  may 
resign  from  membership  of  the  Society  on  a 
matter  of  conscience  arising  from  action  taken, 
or  failing  to  be  taken,  by  the  Society,  calls 
upon  the  Council  to  take  immediate  legislative 
steps  to  provide  for  that  contingency. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Fox  has  given  notice  of 
his  intention  to  move:  — 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  Great  Britain  shall  investigate  and 
proceed  with  alterations  to  the  constitution 
and  organisation  of  the  Society  so  as  to  en- 
sure greater  efficiency  and  that  its  actions  and 
policies  have  the  support  of  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  membership. 

Shop  Workers  Meet 

OPPOSITION  TO  SUNDAY  TRADING 

BITTER  opposition  to  the  Shops  (Sun- 
day Trading)  (No.  2)  Bill,  sponsored 
by  Lord  Derwent,  was  raised  by  many 
delegates  at  the  annual  conference  of 
the  Union  of  Shop,  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers.  They  voted  over- 
whelmingly in  favour  of  an  emergency 
resolution  condemning  the  principles 
behind  the  Bill  and  against  their  exe- 
cutive's advice.  The  conference  ap- 
proved by  88,307  votes  to  60,647  a 
resolution  opposing  the  spread  of  late 
closing  because  it  broke  into  the  family 
life  of  distributive  workers  and  unani- 
mously passed  an  emergency  resolu- 
tion from  the  executive  council  strongly 
condemning  the  50  per  cent,  increase  in 
selective  employment  tax  in  the  service 
trades. 


Automatic  Cameras 

TESTS  BY  "WHICH?" 

TWELVE  cameras  offering  some  device 
to  help  the  operator  with  exposure 
assessment  are  reviewed  in  the  May 
issue  of  Whichl,  published  by  Con- 
sumers' Association.  The  cameras, 
ranging  in  price  from  £14-52,  all  used 
either  126  cartridges  or  the  Agfa  Rapid 
system.  Exposures  were  made  under 
varying  light  conditions  in  the  labora- 
tory and  out  of  doors  and  the  result- 
ing pictures  examined  for  accuracy  of 
exposure  and  sharpness.  Photographs 
were  taken  by  flash  at  three  distances 
with  each  camera  to  judge  exposure 
accuracy  when  using  flash.  To  judge 
the  effect  of  wear  fifty  films  were  put 
through-  each  camera.  Based  on  the 
results  of  those  tests  and  consideration 
of  factors  individual  to  each  camera 
such  as  viewfinder  accuracy,  ease  of 
focusing,  positioning  and  visibility  of 
indicator  needle,  etc.  Whichl  chooses 
as  good  value  for  money  the  Ilford 
Monarch  and  Agfa  Isomat  Rapid  in 
the  £20-30  range  and  the  Agfa  Optima 
Rapid  250V  and  Konica  EE  Matic 
260  over  £30.  In  the  same  issue  are 
the  results  Whichl  obtained  from  ques- 
tioning 102  people  on  what  they  under- 
stood by  proprietary  and  "patent"  medi- 
cines. About  one  quarter  admitted  to 
not  knowing  what  either  was,  another 
quarter  identified  each  as  a  "branded 
product."  Four  people  thought  the 
two  were  alternatives.  Some  thought 
"patent"  medicines  could  be  bought 
without  a  prescription  and  some 
thought  a  prescription  was  needed. 
Others  held  similar  opinions  about  pro- 
prietaries.

Drugs  and  the  Foetus 

ROLE  OF  PLACENTAL  METABOLISM 

THE  human  foetus  can  be  consider- 
ably affected  by  drugs  that  do  not  even 
reach  it  in  appreciable  amounts,  said 
Dr.  Jean  Ginsburg  (Royal  Free  Hospi- 
tal, London)  in  addressing  a  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine  symposium  on 
"Life  Before  Birth"  on  May  7.  Al- 
though any  substance  in  sufficiently 
high  concentration  on  the  maternal  side 
of  the  placenta  would  reach  the  foetus, 
the  criterion  being  the  extent  to  which 
it  was  metabolised  by  maternal  tissue 
or  the  placenta,  the  action  of  the  drug 
on  placental  metabolism  had  most 
effect  on  the  foetus.  Dr.  Ginsburg 
presented  some  unpublished  work  of 
her  colleagues  which  showed  how  meta-

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bolic  pathways  in  the  placenta  could 
be  affected — the  pentose  pathway  by 
liver  alcohol  dehydrogenase  or  oxyto- 
cin, glycolytic  pathways  by  adrena- 
line. A  parallelism  was  found  to  exist 
between  the  rate  of  activity  of  the 
pentose  pathway  and  the  turnover  of 
ribonucleic  acid  and  protein.  Thus  it 
was  possible  to  alter  synthetic  and 
catabolic  functions  of  the  placenta  in- 
dependently of  transfer  across  it.  The 
speaker  concluded  that  a  full  assess- 
ment of  the  effects  of  drugs  on  placen- 
tal metabolism  should  be  made,  pre- 
ferably in  human  tissues,  because  of 
species  differences.

Chemists'  Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS

cent,  over  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.

Paraquat 

NEW  CONTROLS  ON  SALE 

THE  Minister  for  Health  (Mr. 
Flanagan)  announced  in  the  Dail  on 
May  1  that  he  had  made  regulations, 
effective  from  May  6,  controlling  the 


distribution,  sale,  etc.,  of  Paraquat 
The  Minister  said  that  manufacturers 
would  have  a  few  days  in  which  to 
relabel  containers  and  to  withdraw 
supplies  from  unauthorised  sellers 
Other  requirements  would  relate  to  the 
container  in  which  Paraquat  was  sold 
and  the  warning  labels  that  the  con- 
tainers must  bear.  The  word  "poison' 
would  be  prominently  displayed.  Any 
person  who  had  purchased  Paraquat 
and  still  had  a  supply  in  his  possession 
was  strongly  advised  to  ensure  that  it 
was  kept  in  a  secure  place,  away  from 
children  and  from  foodstuffs  and  not 
kept  in  lemonade  bottles  or  similar 
containers.

THE  NORTH 

The  pharmacy  necktie  bearing  alter- 
nating motifs  of  the  serpent  of 
Aesculapius  round  the  bowl  of  Hygea 
and  the  red  hand  of  Ulster  was  speci- 
ally created  and  adopted  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
for  all  pharmacists  on  the  Northern 
Ireland  register  [corrected  note].  It  is 
available  through  the  Society's  office  at 
a  cost  of  23s.  6d.  The  Council  is  under- 
stood now  to  be  considering  a  request 
by  lady  pharmacists  in  the  Six  Coun- 
ties for  a  scarf  bearing  the  same 
motifs. 


Court's  Order  on  Cosmetics  Prices 

MAKERS'  R.P.M.  ABANDONMENT  MADE  OFFICIAL 


A  FINAL  order  ending  Resale  Price 
Maintenance  on  the  cosmetics  and 
toilet  preparations  of  forty-three  manu- 
facturers was  made  by  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court  in  London  on  May  2. 
The  court  was  told  that  the  manufac- 
turers had  decided  (see  C.  &  D.,  April 
27,  p.  365)  to  abandon  their  claims  for 
exemption  for  their  products  from  the 
general  ban  on  Resale  Price  Main- 
tenance imposed  by  the  Resale  Prices 
Act,  1964.  Applying  for  the  order  on 
behalf  of  the  Registrar  of  Restrictive 
Trading  Agreement,  counsel  said  the 
Registrar  had  been  notified  on  April 
1 1  that  the  respondents  were  not  in- 
tending to  offer  any  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  their  case.  Counsel  for  the 
respondents  said  they  had  no  objection 
to  the  application.  The  court  decided 
to  make  no  order  as  to  costs,  which 
— limited  to  the  amount  of  the  brief 
fee — had  been  applied  for  by  counsel, 
for  the  Registrar's  counsel  on  the 
grounds  that  the  respondents  had  been 
guilty  of  unreasonable  conduct  in  not 
notifying  the  Registrar  until  after  the 
exchange  of  proofs  and  until  after  the 
Registrar's  brief  had  been  delivered  of 
their  intention  not  to  offer  any 
evidence.  The  application  was  resisted 
by  manufacturers'  counsel  and  Mr. 
Justice  Mocatta  announced  that  the 
court  took  the  view  that  there  had 
been  no  unreasonable  conduct  in  this 
matter.  The  members  of  the  court 
were,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Justice 
Mocatta,  Mr.  D.  V.  House,  Major- 
General  W.  E.  V.  Abraham  and  Mr. 
P.  A.  Delafield.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde 

Not  by  any  means  for  the  first  time  I  have  been  assailed  with  wonder  at 
the  Jekyll  and  Hyde  characteristics  displayed  by  successive  Ministers  of 
Health  in  general.  What  is  the  particular  form  of  medication  that  trans- 
forms them  so  utterly  when  faced  with  representatives  of  the  pharmacists 
as  compared  with  doctors  of  medicine?  With  the  former  they  are  strong, 
masterful,  powerful,  unyielding,  captains  of  their  souls  and  masters  of  their 
fate — men  of  enormous  stature  physically  and  mentally,  dominating  all 
situations  and  breaking  down  any  incipient  resistance  (the  steam  roller  is 
no  longer  a  valid  metaphor).  But  when  confronted  with  the  disdain  and  the 
aloofness  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  those  same  pulverisers  of 
pharmacy  are  suddenly  discovered  to  have  an  Achilles  heel,  which  affects 
them  in  a  remarkable  manner,  discernible  by  a  weak-kneed  subservience 
to  a  will  stronger  than  their  own,  a  failure  to  keep  up  the  facade  of  steely 
inflexibility,  a  tendency  to  touch  the  forelock,  to  cringe,  and  to  exhibit 
pusillanimity  at  every  fresh  confrontation.  Yet  I  am  told  that  they  are  all 
(or  have  been)  decent  fellows.  The  subject  is  one  for  close  study  with 
variations  on  a  theme  by  Jonathan  Swift.  Or — perish  the  thought — is  it 
simply  that  the  long  line  of  Ministers  has  known  the  difference  between 
clay  and  granite? 

Prescription  Charges 

It  will  have  struck  the  discerning  reader  that  something  must  have  caused 
the  outburst  of  spleen  in  the  preceding  paragraph  and  he  may  even  have 
deduced  that  there  is  a  connection,  however  tenuous,  between  the  condition 
and  the  National  Health  Service — and  who  is  to  say  that  he  is  wrong?  Let 
me  turn  now  to  a  totally  different  matter — the  prescription  charges.  I  have 
read  the  statement  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Kenneth  Robin- 
son) in  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  25  (p.  390).  I  have  studied  its 
content  with  care,  for  I  realise,  if  the  thought  has  not  yet  dawned  in  other 
places,  that  I  and  others  like  me  am  going  to  be  personally  involved.  There 
will  be  no  Headquarters  General  Staff  about  my  place  in  the  campaign.  I 
shall  not  be  resting  in  billets  or  moving  up  in  support.  I  and  my  colleagues 
will  be  in  the  front  line  on  June  10.  Still  in  such  matters  we  are  seasoned 
veterans,  having  come  through  a  number  of  skirmishes  only  slightly  battle- 
scarred.  But  previous  campaigns  have  been  simplicity  itself  compared  with 
what  is  promised  in  the  midsummer  "offensive,"  if  the  word  is  permissible. 
We  must  not  think  entirely  of  ourselves,  for  in  such  a  confrontation  as  is 
in  store  we  must  consider  with  sympathy  the  lot  of  the  civilian  on  the 
home  front.  He  is  deserving  of  sympathy  and  understanding,  for  he  may 
find  himself  involved  with  the  Executive  Council,  the  Ministry  of  Social 
Security,  the  Welfare  Milk  Scheme,  the  Employment  Exchange  and  the 
Post  Office.  And  if  the  various  clauses  and  conditions  are  insufficiently 
understood,  he  may  even  find  that  the  Courts  of  Justiciary  can  be  added  to 
that  list.  That  is  a  sobering  and  terrible  thought.  I  am  not  at  all  sure  that, 
confronted  with  the  mass  of  detail,  the  participant  may  not  wish  to  enlist 
voluntarily  the  assistance  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  to  enable  him  to 
sort  out  his  task. 

Our  Part 

Our  part  in  the  new  scheme  must  be  to  ensure  that  those  who  rely  on 
us  for  their  medicines  under  National  Health  Service  are  not  hindered  in 
their  needs  by  the  formidable  conditions  announced.  The  duties  of  explain- 
ing will  call  for  patience,  sympathy,  and  considerable  expenditure  of  time, 
particularly  in  the  initial  and  short-term  scheme.  There  will  be  misunder- 
standings. There  may  even  be  a  degree  of  acrimony  on  occasion.  But  since 
the  medical  involvement  is  to  be  minimal  and  the  burden  is  to  fall  on  the 
pharmacist,  nothing  short  of  a  substantial  immediate  increase  in  remunera- 
tion as  from  June  10  will  meet  the  case.  And  I  am  not  thinking  in  terms  of 
decimal  points  but  in  whole  numbers.  My  emphasis  is  entirely  on  the 
operative  word  "substantial." 
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POISONS  LIST  AND  RULES 

Numerous  changes  proposed 


THE  Home  Office  announces  that  it 
is  proposing  to  make  the  following 
changes  in  the  Poisons  List  and  Rules 
and  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Drugs 
(Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act:  — 

Alkaloids  of  colchicum  (i)  The 
existing  entry  in  respect  of  the 
alkaloids  of  colchicum  in  Schedule  1 
to  the  Poisons  Rules  will  be  deleted; 
(ii)  the  alkaloids  of  colchicum  and 
their  salts  will  be  included  in  Part  B 
of  Schedule  4  to  the  Poisons  Rules 
(without  any  exception). 

American  mandrake  (i)  Podophyllum 
resin  will  be  included  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  List;  (ii)  there  will  be  an 
exemption  in  Group  II  of  Schedule  3 
to  the  Poisons  Rules  in  respect  of 
preparations  containing  not  more  than 
1*5  per  cent,  weight  in  weight,  of 
podophyllum  resin. 

Aminorex;  its  sails.  Aminorex;  its 
salts  will  be  included  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  List  and  in  Part  B  of  Schedule 
4  to  the  Poisons  Rules. 

Amphetamines,  etc.  (fenfluramine). 
To  avoid  any  doubts  fenfluramine 
[Ponderax]  will  be  specifically  excepted 
from  the  proposed  new  entry  in  Part  I 
of  the  Poisons  List  and  Part  B  of 
Schedule  4  to  the  Poisons  Rules  pub- 
lished in  the  Home  Office  Notice  dated 
January  19,  1968,  and  will  continue  to 
be  separately  named  in  Part  I  of  the 
List  and  Part  B  of  Schedule  4. 

Antihistamines,  (i)  All  antihista- 
mine substances  included  in  the  Poisons 
List,  and  their  salts  and  molecular 
compounds,  will  be  included  also  in 
Schedule  1  to  the  Poisons  Rules;  (ii) 
the  exemptions  in  Schedule  3  to  the 
Poisons  Rules  in  respect  of  prepara- 
tions intended  for  external  application 
only  and  preparations  containing  not 
more  than  1  per  cent,  of  antihistamine 
substances  for  application  in  the  nose 
or  eye  will  stand. 

Chlorjenvinphos.  An  exception  to 
the  existing  entry  in  Schedule  1  to  the 
Poisons  Rules  will  be  made  for  sheep 
dips  containing  not  more  than  10  per 
cent,  of  chlorfenvinphos. 

Cyanide  gassing  powders.  A  new 
Rule  will  be  made  making  it  unlawful 
to  sell  or  supply  cyanide  gassing  pow- 
ders, with  provisos  excepting  sale  by 
wholesale  or  for  export,  sale  to 
research  workers  or  institutions,  and 
sale  for  the  purpose  of  destroying 
rabbits  or  rodents. 

Dichlorvos.  The  exemption  in  Group 
H  of  Schedule  3  to  the  Poisons  Rules 
will  be  extended  to  thermal  vaporisers 
containing  not  more  than  30  per  cent., 
weight  in  weight,  of  dichlorvos  in  an 
impregnated,  fixed,  rigid  and  porous 
base. 

Diethyl pro  pion  [Tennate,  Apisate] 
will  be  deleted  from  the  Schedule  to 
the  Drugs  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act 
1964  and,  to  avoid  any  doubts,  it  will 
be  specifically  excepted  from  the  pro- 
posed new  entry  for  amphetamine 
substances  (see  amphetamines  above) 
and  named  separately  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  List  and  in  Part  B  of  Schedule 
4  to  the  Poisons  Rules. 

Fees.  The  fees  payable  to  local 
authorities  under  Rule  33  (2)  of  the 


Poisons  Rules  will  be  increased  from 
7s.  6d.,  Is.  and  5s.  to  £1  5s.  0d.,  5s. 
and  15s.  respectively. 

Fluoroacetamide,  monofluoroacetic 
acid,  its  salts,  fluoroacetanilide.  Rule  18 
(2)  of  the  Poisons  Rules  and  Schedule 
14  to  the  Rules  will  be  changed  in  order 
to:  (i)  permit  the  use  of  the  substances 
as  a  rodenticide  in  locked  warehouses 
within  guarded  dock  gates  in  port 
authority  areas;  (ii)  widen  the  defini- 
tion of  sewers  so  as  to  include  enclosed 
drainage  systems  to  which  access  is 
limited  to  authorised  persons;  and 
(iii)  enable  the  Agriculture  Depart- 
ments to  obtain  certificates  to  pur- 
chase the  substances. 

Narcotic  drugs  (i)  The  entries  in 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  and 
Schedule  I  to  the  Poisons  Rules  in  res- 
pect of  the  drugs  included  in  Part  I 
of  the  Schedule  to  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1965  will  be  edited  to  ensure 
that  esters  and /or  ethers,  and  their 
salts  are  correctly  included,  (ii)  The 
drugs  listed  below,  their  salts — and  the 
esters   and   their   salts   of  Moramide 


Intermediate — will  be  included  in  Part 
I  of  the  Poisons  List  and  Schedule  1 
to  the  Poisons  Rules:  — 

4-Cyano-2-dimethylamino-4,  4-diph- 
enylbutane 

(methadone  intermediate) 
2-Methyl-3-morpholino-l ,  1-diphenyl- 
propanecarboxylic  acid 

(moramide  intermediate) 
4-Cyano-l-methyl-4-phenylpiperidine 
(pethidine  intermediate  A) 
4-Phenylpiperidine-4-carboxylic  acid 
ethyl  ester 

(pethidine  intermediate  B) 
Oxides  of  mercury.  An  exemption 
will  be  made  in  Part  II  of  Schedule  3 
to  the  Poisons  Rules  for  canker  and 
wound  paints  for  trees  containing  not 
more  than  3  per  cent,  of  yellow 
mercuric  oxide. 

The  proposals  in  respect  of  the 
alkaloids  of  colchicum  supersede 
earlier  proposals  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  24, 
1967,  p.  578);  implementation  will  not 
be  before  October  1,  1968,  to  allow  for 
withdrawal  or  disposal  of  existing 
stocks;  (ii)  the  proposals  in  respect  of 
American  mandrake  and  antihista- 
mines supersede  earlier  proposals  for 
the  control  of  those  substances  (see 
C.  &  D.,  January  27,  p.  84). 


CHARGES  EXEMPTION  SCHEME 

Pharmaceutical  Committees  agree  to  coloured  forms  proposal 


ONE  hundred  of  the  1 1 1  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committees  in  England  and  Wales 
have  indicated  approval  of  a  prescrip- 
tion charge  exemption  scheme  under 
which  the  prescriber  would  issue  a 
coloured  form  to  exempt  classes.  The 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  told  at  its  meeting 
on  April  23  that  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  had 
proposed  the  scheme  (see  C.  &  D., 
April  6,  p.  310)  to  the  Minister  of 
Health.  The  interim  scheme  had  been 
accepted  by  eighty-seven  of  the  com- 
mittees. It  provides  for  a  simple  form 
of  declaration  listing  the  exempt  cate- 
gories to  be  printed  on  the  back  of  the 
form  EC  10.  The  patient,  by  complet- 
ing the  declaration,  establishes  his  right 
to  have  the  prescriptions  on  the  form 
dispensed  free  of  charge.  Acceptance 
of  the  scheme  is  subject  to  agreement 
being  reached  before  the  operative  date 
on  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  for 
the  additional  work  involved  and  to 
reimbursement  at  a  reasonable  rate  in 
respect  of  uncollected  charges.  The 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  had  decided 
to  recommend  to  the  Ministry  that  the 
procedure  for  chemist  contractors  in 
rural  areas  should  be  the  same  as  that 
for  dispensing  doctors. 

The  present  position  with  regard  to 
the  current  series  of  negotiations  with 
the  Ministry  on  remuneration  had  been 
discussed  and  progress  noted.  The  Com- 
mittee had  also  considered  the  dif- 
ficulties being  experienced  by  phar- 
macists in  obtaining  colostomy/ileos- 
tomy apparatus  and  plastic  urine  bags. 
It  had  been  resolved  that  representa- 
tions should  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
that  Clause  8  of  Part  II  of  the  Drug 
Tariff  be  amended  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment of  out-of-pocket  expenses  neces- 
sarily and  reasonably  incurred  in  ob- 
taining appliances  priced  in  Part  VI  of 
the  Tariff. 


Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  reported  that 
discussion  on  the  labelling  of  con- 
tainers had  been  lengthy.  There  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the 
Committee  and  the  Society's  Council 
on  the  extent  to  which  pharmacists  as 
chemist  contractors  should  participate 
in  labelling  containers  of  dispensed 
medicines  with  the  name  of  the  pre- 
paration. It  had  been  suggested  that 
the  British  Medical  Association's  views 
did  not  reflect  the  wishes  of  many 
general  practitioners  who.  for  example, 
seldom  bothered  to  write  "N.P."  al- 
though currently  at  liberty  to  do  so. 
The  B.M.A.  seemed  to  have  changed 
its  view  about  the  method  of  printing 
the  prescribers'  name-labelling  request 
on  to  prescription  forms.  It  had  also 
been  noted  that  a  pharmaceutical 
manufacturer  had  introduced  a  new 
method  of  printing  the  name  and 
strength  on  compressed  tablets.  Mr.  J. 
Wright  (secretary.  Central  N.H.S.  Com- 
mittee) would  represent  the  committee 
at  a  meeting  with  the  B.M.A.  and  So- 
ciety for  a  further  exchange  of  views. 

It  had  been  reported  that  the  Com- 
mittee's claim  for  increased  remunera- 
tion for  providing  the  oxygen  therapy 
service  was  still  under  consideration  by 
the  Ministry.  The  Minister's  proposals 
for  modifying  form  EC  66A  had  been 
accepted. 

The  Minister's  Private  Secretary  had 
written  to  apologise  that  the  Minister 
had  not  been  able  to  reply  earlier  to 
a  request  for  a  meeting  to  discuss  dis- 
pensing in  rural  areas.  He  said  that 
discussions  with  the  medical  profession 
were  still  far  from  complete.  How- 
ever, the  Minister  accepted  that  further 
consultation  ought  not  to  be  deferred 
meanwhile  and  his  officials  would 
shortly  be  writing  about  certain  pos- 
sible changes  in  the  draft  amending 
regulation  and  about  arrangements  for 
a  discussion. 
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An  interim  reply  had  been  received 
from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to 
the  representations  made  about  dis- 
pensing by  doctors  in  Denbighshire  and 
Flintshire.  As  a  result  of  action  taken 
by  the  Committee,  500  patients  who  were 
living  within  one  mile  of  a  pharmacy 
were  to  be  transferred  from  doctors' 
dispensing  to  their  prescribing  lists. 

Complaints  had  been  received  from 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  about  the 


short  time  allowed  to  them  by  the 
Ministry  to  consider  and  agree  recent 
amendments  to  the  Drug  Testing 
Scheme.  The  Committee  would  make 
representations  on  their  behalf. 

The  committee  had  considered  re- 
naming the  5-mil  measuring  spoon 
but  concluded  that  labelling  should 
be  written: —  "One  5-mil  spoonful  to 
be  taken  .  .  ."  "Two  5-mil  spoonfuls 
to  be  taken.  .  .  ." 


REGISTRATION,  RECIPROCITY,  ETC. 

Items  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  annual  report 


NAMES  on  the  Register  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemists  on  December  31, 
1967,  totalled  29,475,  an  increase  of 
403  on  the  previous  year.  Under 
reciprocity  agreements  there  were 
281  additions  to  the  Register.  Pharma- 
cists acting  as  superintendents  to  bodies 
corporate  numbered  3,885  (down  124). 
The  Register  of  Premises  showed  that 
13,618  sets  of  premises  were  registered, 
a  decrease  of  263.  Branch  shops  fell  by 
268  to  2,991.  116  persons  registered  as 
students  of  the  Society  (234  in  1966). 

Reciprocity 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  com- 
pleted of  the  agreements  between  the 
Society  and  certain  pharmaceutical 
authorities,  particularly  those  in  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand  and  South  Africa, 
for  the  reciprocal  recognition  of  quali- 
fications. In  1953  the  Council  had 
suggested  a  conference  with  those 
authorities  to  discuss  the  future  of  the 
agreements,  especially  in  the  light  of 
the  differences  in  educational  require- 
ments for  registration  since  the 
agreements  were  instituted.  Regrettably 
the  conference  had  not  been  held,  but 
the  matter  had  been  pursued  by  cor- 
respondence. The  committee  that  con- 
ducted the  survey  gave  detailed  con- 
sideration to  academic  requirements  for 
registration  in  the  countries  concerned 
and  advised  the  Council  to  negotiate 
new  agreements  for  persons  registered 
in  either  country  after  January  1,  1968, 
but  only  on  the  basis  of  an  equivalent 
academic  standard  for  registration  plus 
an  examination  in  the  law  and  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  the  country  to  which 
the  applicant  came.  That  advice  was 
accepted  by  the  Council  and  conveyed 
to  the  authorities  concerned. 

Regrettably,  the  decision  could  not  be 
accepted  by  the  South  African  Phar- 
macy Board.  In  law,  that  Board  had 
power  only  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
for  reciprocal  registration  without  im- 
posing a  pre-registration  examination 
in  law  and  practice  of  pharmacy.  Thus 
British  pharmacists  would  be  unable  to 
obtain  reciprocal  registration  there  after 
January  1,  1968.  The  Council  did  not, 
however,  withdraw  its  offer  to  continue 
recognising  South  African  pharmacists 
registered  up  to  and  including  Decem- 
ber 31,  1967. 

In  November  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  New  Zealand  wrote  asking  if  the 
change  could  be  deferred  until  March 
31,  1968,  so  that  students  currently 
applying  for  registration  there  might 
not  be  prejudiced.  The  Council  agreed 
to  do  so. 

During  the  year  187  Benevolent  Fund 
grants    (value    £14,895)    were  made, 


against  180  grants  (value  £14,710)  in 
1966.  Seventy-five  persons  were  in 
receipt  of  annuities  and  ten  more  were 
elected  as  annuitants.  Income  from 
Benevolent  Fund  subscriptions  was 
£9.227  and  deeds  of  covenant  produced 
£2,225.  Legacies  amounted  to  £7,910. 
Total  disbursement  was  £23,689. 

Special  grants  were  made  on  behalf 
of  forty-five  orphans  (thirty-six  in  the 
previous  year).  Income  for  the  year 
from  subscriptions  and  payments  under 
deeds  of  covenant  (including  tax 
recovered)  was  £1,402,  from  invest- 
ments £1,376. 

Guests  at  Birdsgrove  House  during 
the  year  numbered  323.  Income  of 
Birdsgrove  House  Fund  from  sub- 
scriptions and  donations  was  £3,456, 
from  deeds  of  covenant  £1,123.  Cost 
of  maintaining  the  house  amounted  to 
£13,168;  weekly  charge  remained  at 
£5  5s. 

Inspection 

The  Society's  inspectors  visited  12,298 
(10,948)  pharmacies  and  branch  busi- 
nesses owned  by  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons;  5,034  (5,102)  "drug  stores" 
and  similar  businesses  were  visited  by 
inspectors  and  agents.  Premises  of  390 
(358)  listed  sellers  of  Part  II  poisons, 
were  inspected  on  behalf  of  certain 
local    authorities.    Proceedings  were 


taken  in  sixty-five  (fifty-one)  cases 
under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act, 
1941,  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1954.  102 
(ninety-three)  infringements  were  dealt 
with  by  warning  letters. 

The  Law  Committee  considered 
several  instances  of  inadequate  super- 
vision arising  out  of  layout  of  pre- 
mises. One  pharmacist  sought  advice 
and  was  advised  not  to  transfer  his 
dispensary  to  an  upper  floor  unless  he 
engaged  an  additional  pharmacist.  A 
prosecution  was  made  in  another  case, 
where  the  dispensary  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  a  room  some  distance  from 
the  shop  and  completely  shut  off. 

To  verify  compliance  with  Section 
II  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act, 
1941,  207  samples  of  medicines  (200) 
were  examined. 

Finance 

The  surplus  of  £39,360  (see  p.  424) 
on  the  Society's  General  Fund  income 
and  expenditure  account  (previous  year 
£2,405)  was  exceptionally  large  be- 
cause of  income  from  the  twenty-fifth 
edition  of  Martindale's  Extra  Pharma- 
copoeia. Sales  from  publications 
amounted  to  £242,420  (£103,821).  In- 
come from  examination  fees  and 
students'  registration  fees  continued  to 
decline. 

General  administration  cost  was 
£159,708  (£148,714).  Members'  fees 
were  £209,153,  £1,108  more  than  in 
1966.  Premises  fees  at  £74.843  were 
£956  less  than  in  1966.  Further  pro- 
vision of  £20,000  was  made  from  the 
Accumulated  Fund  for  the  eventuality 
of  an  unfavourable  outcome  of  the 
further  appeal  of  the  Dickson  case  to 
the  House  of  Lords  (£40,000  had  al- 
ready been  set  aside  in  previous  years 
for  costs  of  the  same  legal  action  in 
the  lower  courts).  £14,335  of  the  total 
of  £60,000  had  been  paid  out  on  ac- 
count, leaving  £45,765. 


PRESCRIPTION  CHARGES  IN  HOSPITALS 

Ministry  arrangements  for  outpatients'  medicines 

(b)  For  drugs  and  appliances  ordered 


THE  Ministry  of  Health  points  out  to 
hospital  authorities  (in  Circular  H.M. 
(68)30),  that  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice (Charges  for  Drugs  and  Appli- 
ances) Regulations,  1968,  provide  for 
charges  to  be  payable  from  June  10  in 
respect  of  drugs  (other  than  those  ad- 
ministered at  the  hospital)  which  are 
supplied  to  out-patients  not  belonging 
to  exempted  classes.  No  charge  is  pay- 
able under  the  regulation  for  appli- 
ances of  any  kind  (including  dressings) 
except  for  those  ordered  on  form  EC  10 
(HP)  and  supplied  by  retail  chemists. 
The  following  are  the  charges  pay- 
able:— 

(a)  For  drugs  supplied  from  hos- 
pital pharmacies  —  2s.  6d.  for  each 
quantity  of  a  drug  supplied  on  any  one 
occasion.  If  quantities  of  the  same  drug 
are  supplied  in  more  than  one  con- 
tainer only  one  charge  should  be  made. 
(At  some  clinics  drugs  may  be  pre- 
scribed at  one  attendance  to  be  sup- 
plied at  intervals  of  one  or  two  days, 
not  all  at  the  same  time;  in  those  cir- 
cumstances one  charge  only  should  be 
made  provided  that  supply  is  com- 
pleted within  14  days  of  the  day  on 
which  it  commenced.) 


on  form  EC10  (HP)  and  supplied  by 
retail  chemists  —  2s.  6d.  to  be  paid  by 
the  patient  to  the  chemist  in  respect 
of  each  quantity  of  a  drug  and  each 
appliance  or  component  part  of  an 
appliance  supplied.  For  that  purpose, 
the  following  are  deemed  to  be  one 
drug  or  one  appliance  as  the  case  may 
be: 

(i)  Quantities  of  the  same  drug 
ordered  on  the  same  form  but 
supplied  in  more  than  one 
container. 

(ii)  More  than  one  appliance  of 
the  same  type  ordered  on  the 
same  form  (except  elastic 
hosiery  — ■  see  below). 

(iii)  Two  or  more  component 
parts  of  the  same  appliance 
(except  elastic  hosiery).  A 
charge  of  2s.  6d.  is  payable 
for  each  stocking,  anklet  or 
any  other  article  of  elastic 
hosiery. 

The  Ministry  suggests  that  when  out- 
patients' clinics  are  held,  hospitals 
should  arrange  for  an  officer  to  be 
available  to  inform  patients  claiming 
exemption  whether  they  can  be  ex- 
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empted  or  not.  The  Ministry  says  that 
a  patient's  claim  to  exemption  should  be 
established  on  first  attendance  at  a 
clinic.  On  subsequent  attendance  it 
might  be  unnecessary  for  a  declaration 
to  be  made  each  time  on  form  HSA4 
to  claim  an  exemption.  The  Ministry 
states  instead  reference  might  be  made 
to  the  out-patients'  attendance  register 
to  verify  exemption.  A  record  should 
be  kept  of  each  exemption  from  the 
charge    and    either    the  prescription 


form  should  be  stamped  or  the  patient 
given  a  ticket  or  some  other  record 
for  presentation  at  the  pharmacy  to 
confirm  the  exemption.  The  Ministry 
instructs  that,  as  from  June  10.  hospital 
doctors  must  use  the  new  type  of  form, 
EC10  (HP).  If  prescriptions  are  pre- 
sented on  obsolete  forms  for  dispens- 
ing more  than  28  days  after  June  10, 
the  retail  chemist  will  ask  the  hospital 
patient  to  provide  a  new  prescription 
on  a  new  type  of  form.

IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


'ALTHOUGH  you  have  adhered  to 
what  the  doctors  want,  you  have  lan- 
ded a  good  deal  of  trouble  on  the  phar- 
macists." Mr.  H.  Pavitt  told  the  Minis- 
ter of  Health  on  April  30  during  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  categories  of  patients 
to  be  exempt  from  prescription  charges. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  (Minister 
of  Health)  had  earlier  told  Dr.  D.  Kerr 
that  it  was  not  possible  to  include 
patients  suffering  from  chronic  schizo- 
phrenia "and  other  psychoses"  in  the 
exemptions.  Mr.  N.  T.  L.  Fisher  had 
also  asked  about  cancer  patients  and 
Mr.  E.  Moonman  had  referred  to  the 
"permanent  medication"  needed  by 
psychiatric  patients,  none  of  which 
would  be  in  the  listed  exemptions. 
Later  Mr.  Robinson  said  he  recognised 
that  the  necessarily  limited  categorisa- 
tion would  leave  out  others  who  re- 
quire numerous  prescriptions,  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  in  due  course 
he  would  be  able  to  help  them  by 
enabling  them  to  obtain  an  exemption 
card  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  represent- 
ing the  cost  of  perhaps  two  prescrip- 
tions a  month.  Dr.  Kerr  gave  notice 
of  an  adjournment  debate. 

Mr.  A.  P.  Dean  asked  when  pre- 
scription charges  would  be  introduced. 
Mr.  Robinson:  On  June  10. 

Mr,  Dean  :  You  are  referring  to 
to  what  you  call  the  interim  arrange- 
ments. When  do  you  intend  to  intro- 
duce permanent  arrangements  for  pre- 
scription charges?  Mr.  Robinson  — 
Not  yet,  but  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Cronin:  While  I  deplore 
the  imposition  of  these  charges,  will 
you  give  some  consideration  to  taking 
other  measures  to  reduce  the  general 
public's  psychological  dependence  on 
pills  and  medicines,  which  are  so  often 
prescribed  unnecessarily,  and  thereby 
have  finance  available  to  improve  the 
hospital  service? 

Mr.  Robinson:  I  naturally  do  every- 
thing open  to  a  Minister  of  Health  to 
reduce  over-prescribing  but.  perhaps  to 
the  extent  that  your  charges  are  sub- 
stantiated, the  remedy  lies  in  the  hands 
of  your  own  profession. 

Purchase  Tax 

Mr.  A.  Eadie  asked  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequor  on  April  30  what 
total  increase  in  revenue  he  expected 
per  year  as  a  result  of  the  increased 
purchase  tax  on  drugs. 

Mr.  J.  Diamond  (Chief  Secretary) 
said  about  £2  million. 

Labelling  with  Antidote 

Mr.  John  Lee  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  April  30  if  he  would  ,  seek 
powers  to  enable  him  to  direct  the 


manufacturers  of  all  toxic  pharmaceu- 
tical preparations  to  print  the  appro- 
priate antidote  to  poisoning  whenever 
that  was  possible.  Mr.  Robinson  said 
the  powers  provided  for  in  the  Medi- 
cines Bill  now  before  Parlament  were 
wide  enough  for  that,  but  such  label- 
ling had  serious  disadvantages. 

Methedrine 

Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  told  the 
House  of  Commons  on  May  6  that 
the  problem  of  the  use  of  Methedrine 
was  "particularly  worrying."  The 
Advisory  Committee  on  Drug  Depend- 
ence had  been  asked  to  study  the 
problem  urgently.  The  difficulty  was 
getting  the  facts  about  Methedrine 
abuse.  The  Minister  was  replying  to  a 
motion  to  annul  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
(Supply  to  Addicts)  Regulations.  Mr. 
William  Deedes  warned  the  General 
Medical  Council  that  unless  they 
curbed  the  irresponsible  minority  of 
doctors  who  prescribed  certain  drugs 
excessively,  doctors  would  find  their 
right  to  prescribe  seriously  eroded.  He 
claimed  the  intravenous  use  of  Methe- 
drine was  becoming  no  less  than  the 
use  of  heroin.  The  situation  could  not 
just  be  controlled  by  Parliament.  Only 
the  medical  profession  could  exercise 
the  control.  Only  they  could  make 
valued  judgments  on  the  prescribing  of 
drugs.  He  hoped  that  doctors  would 
accept  the  need  to  play  a  greater  part 
otherwise  they  would  find  they  had 
forfeited  their  rights  to  prescribe  in 
this  field.  Mr.  Robinson  said  that 
although  the  Home  Office  had  evidence 
that  a  small  quantity  of  heroin  had 
been  imported  illegally,  the  main  source 
of  supply  was  believed  to  be  doctor's 
prescriptions.  On  Methedrine  he  said 
that  the  present  difficulty  was  to  get 
the  real  facts  about  the  phenomena  of 
Methedrine  abuse  and  dependence. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

"Systematic"  Stealing 

At  Chesterfield,  Derbyshire,  borough 
magistrates'  court,  recently  Ernest 
Arthur  Powers,  Chesterfield,  was 
charged  with  stealing  a  quantity  of 
disposable  nappies  while  employed  as 
a  loader  by  Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Chesterfield.  He  pleaded  guilty  and 
asked  that  a  total  of  sixty-two  similar 
offences  involving  nappies,  worth 
altogether  £1,122  should  be  taken  into 
consideration.  Fined  a  total  of  £140 
and  ordered  to  pay  £5  5s.  advocate's 
fee,  he  was  allowed  three  months  to 
pay.  Prosecution  alleged  that  Powers 
had  put  extra  cartons  of  the  "Paddi- 
Pad"  nappies  on  to  lorries  and  that  he 
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sales  for  most  products  and  a  modest 
improvement  is  expected,  states  the 
chairman. 

JEYES  GROUP,  LTD.— A  bid  for 
the  group  is  to  be  made  by  Newton 
Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  group,  of 
which  22j  per  cent,  of  the  equity  is 
owned  by  Smith  &  Nephew  Associated 
Companies,  Ltd.  (themselves  the  sub- 
ject of  a  take-over  bid  by  Unilever, 
Ltd.),  has  also  received  an  offer  from 
Brobat,  Ltd.,  who  would  like  to 
acquire  the  Parazone  side  of  the  Jeyes 
business.

55s.  nominal  of  1\  per  cent,  unsecured 
loan  stock  or  55s.  in  cash.  That  values 
Jeyes'  share  at  22s.  each.  Newton 
Chambers  forecast  1968  profits,  before 
tax,  at  £l-7m.  (£124m.).

He  prepared  for  the  British  Museum 
a  catalogue  of  English  Copper,  Tin 
and    Bronze    Coins    in    the  British 
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Museum,  1558-1958.  From  1964  to 
1965  he  was  president  of  the  British 
Numismatic  Society. 

Dr.  T.  D.  Wliiitet  writes:  I  was  sorry 
to  learn  of  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  Wilson 
Peck.  It  is  sad  that  he  has  had  such 
a  short  retirement,  as  I  know  that  he 
had  planned  to  devote  his  time  to 
further  research  and  publications  in 
numismatics,  a  subject  in  which  he 
was  a  world  authority.  I  have  known 
Mr.  Peck  since  I  came  to  London  in 
1943  and  had  developed  a  warm  regard 
for  him.  He  was  a  shy  and  somewhat 
retiring  man  but  those  who  got  to 
know  him  well  learned  to  appreciate 
his  kindliness,  dry  sense  of  humour 
and  great  sincerity.  Although,  perhaps, 
he  took  little  part  in  pharmaceutical 
affairs  outside  St.  Thomas'  Hospital, 
(apart  from  the  Teaching  Hospital 
Pharmacists'  Association  of  which  he 
was  a  founder  member  and  past- 
chairman)  he  had  a  real  appreciation 
of  the  great  historical  tradition  of 
pharmacy  in  one  of  Britain's  oldest  and 
greatest  hospitals. 

Mr.  A.  R.  Williams  writes: —  Son  of 
a  hospital  pharmacist,  C.  Wilson  Peck 
showed  early  promise  as  a  scholar  by 
winning  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
silver  medal  in  1924.  A  few  years  later, 
in  the  late  nineteen  twenties,  he  was 
appointed  chief  pharmacist  to  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital,  where  he  was  to 
stay  for  thirty-five  years.  The  depart- 
ment he  took  over  was  large  and  diver- 
sified, and  in  1932  Mr.  Peck  designed 
a  "new  dispensary".  This  new  part  of 
the  pharmacy  was  situated  on  the 
ground  floor  and  opened  on  to  the 
main  thoroughfare  of  St.  Thomas's,  the 
long  corridor  that  stretched  from  one 
end  of  the  hospital  to  the  other.  He 
took  a  year  to  plan  it  and  in  the  end 
it  was  functional  and  handsome  and 
closely  matched  the  excellence  of  the 
building  of  which  it  was  part.  No 
doubt  Mr.  Peck  was  proud  of  his  work 
and  it  must  have  come  as  a  severe 
blow  when  it  was  almost  completely 
destroyed  in  a  night  raid  early  in  the 
1939-45  war.  However,  with  many  will- 
ing hands  the  rubble  was  cleared  and 
the  service  to  the  hospital  maintained. 
C.  Wilson  Peck  was  one  of  a  small 
group  of  contemporaries,  all  similarly 
qualified,  who  were  appointed,  while 
still  young  men,  to  a  number  of  top 
posts  in  the  London  teaching  hospitals 
and  who  were  all,  in  their  several  ways, 
outstanding  men.  In  the  world  of 
pharmacy  (and  to  my  mind),  Mr.  Peck 
was  perhaps  the  last  of  the  eminent 
Victorians,  for  there  was  much  of  the 
Victorian  era  that  was  carried  over  at 
St.  Thomas's,  and  he  possessed  all  the 
classical  qualities :  sound  common 
sense,  a  natural  feeling  for  good  order 
and  due  restraint,  and  a  degree  of  liter- 
acy that  one  seldom  meets  nowadays. 
Even  in  his  hobby  he  was  described 
by  the  Times  as  a  "scholarly  amateur". 
He  was,  of  course,  a  gold  medallist  and 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society.  His  book  on  English  coins,  of 
which  there  was  a  copy  in  the  library 
at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  was  a  fine 
production  and  received  world-wide 
acclaim.  At  work  he  was  a  retiring 
figure,  quietly  dignified  and  greatly 
liked  by  those  who  knew  him  inti- 
mately.

An  employee  can  sue  an  employer  for  personal  injury. 
Broadly,  an  employer  may  be  liable  at  law  for  injuries 
to  an  employee  due  to  his  own  personal  negligence  or 
by  his  vicarious  liability  for  injuries  caused  by  the 
negligence  of  fellow  employees.  So,  however  careful  an 
employer  may  be,  a  claim  against  him  may' well  suc- 
ceed. In  addition,  an  employer  can  be  liable  for  his 
failure  to  maintain  suitable  and  safe  equipment,  a  safe 
place  of  work,  or  a  safe  system  of  work. 

In  view  of  the  risk  which  an  employer  runs  (bearing 
in  mind  that  an  award  in  court  can  be  much  higher 
than  the  one  mentioned),  adequate  insurance  protection 
is  clearly  needed.  The  important  point  to  bear  in  mind, 
so  far  as  employer's  liability  insurance  is  concerned,  is 
that  it  is  quite  separate  from  general  third  party  insur- 
ance— which  covers  liability  to  the  public. 

Although  a  member  of  the  public  or  an  employee 
may  claim  against  a  shopkeeper  in  much  the  same  way, 
different  insurances  are  needed  to  give  the  necessary 
protection  against  the  two  categories  of  claimant.  Quite 
often  an  indemnity  for  one's  liability  as  an  employer  is 
included  in  the  composite  policy.  If,  however,  cover  is 
not  automatically  available  in  that  way,  a  separate  con- 
tract should  be  arranged.  In  those  circumstances  the 
premium  is  usually  based  on  the  wages  paid. 

Since  the  exact  amount  of  wages  to  be  paid  cannot  be 
known  in  advance,  when  the  insurance  is  arranged  a 
deposit  premium  is  paid.  It  is  adjusted  after  expiry  of 
the  policy,  when  the  wages  for  the  period  are  known, 
either  by  means  of  an  additional  premium  or  a  return 
of  premium  from  the  insurers,  as  the  case  may  be. 

A  policy  covers  not  only  claims  made  by  employees, 
but  also  legal  costs.  That  is  important,  bearing  in  mind 
that  it  can  prove  expensive  to  resist  a  claim,  even  though 
one  may  be  successful. 

Generally  speaking,  an  employer's  liability  policy  pro- 
vides an  indemnity  in  respect  of  claims  made  by  all 
employees,  including  those  who  work  on  a  part-time 
basis.  What,  however,  is  the  position  about  casual 
employees — such  as  the  window  cleaner? 

One  has  first  to  distinguish  between  an  employee  and 
an  independent  contractor.  A  window  cleaner  is  usually 


an  independent  contractor.  He  can  make  a  claim  for  per- 
sonal injury,  but  it  would  be  covered  under  the  general 
third-party  policy  rather  than  under  one  that  applied 
only  in  respect  of  employees. 

As  a  guide,  one  can  take  it  that  an  independent  con- 
tractor is  a  person  who  receives  a  fee  for  carrying  out 
a  specific  piece  of  work.  Within  reason,  he  or  she 
decides  exactly  how  the  work  shall  be  carried  out.  An 
employee,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  described  as  being 
an  agent  who  works  under  the  supervision  and  direc- 
tion of  his  or  her  employer.  The  point  to  appreciate  is 
that,  on  occasions,  an  employee  is  employed  to  do  a 
job  for  which  he  or  she  has  had  specialised  training 
and  for  which,  perhaps,  he  or  she  alone  has  the  neces- 
sary skill.  The  employee  does  not,  simply  because  in  that 
situation  an  employer  may  not  be  able  to  give  him 
specific  instruction  as  to  how  the  work  is  to  be  carried 
out,  become  an  independent  contractor. 

SHOP  TOPIC— S 

Under  new 
management 

WHAT  would  you  think  if,  a  fortnight  after  selling  your 
business,  you  noticed  a  card  in  its  window  bearing  the 
words  "Under  New  Management"? 

When  is  any  purchaser  of  a  business  wise  to  use  such 
a  notice,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  travellers' 
calls?  If  the  former  proprietor  was  known  to  have  been 
on  a  sick  bed  for  months,  or  otherwise  prevented  from 
applying  his  whole  energies  to  the  shop,  the  words  would 
not  only  be  justified:  they  would  be  highly  desirable. 

But  in  normal  circumstances  the  words  should  be  avoid- 
ed. They  certainly  imply,  when  they  appear,  that  all  has 
not  been  well  with  the  service  in  the  shop.  They  will  not 
usually  be  intended  to  imply  that,  while  all  may  have  been 
well  in  the  past,  it  is  unlikely  to  remain  so  in  the  future! 

If  it  should  happen  that  old  customers  return  to  a 
pharmacy  without  knowing  it  has  been  sold,  their  interest 
will  still  be  in  the  service  they  get.  As  the  former  staff  will 
presumably  continue  as  employees,  the  customers  may  not 
at  once  notice  anything  that  suggests  that  the  old  proprietor 
has  gone.  Perhaps  on  a  third  or  fourth  visit  after  the  sale 
of  the  shop  an  old  customer  may  comment  to  an  assistant, 
"I  haven't  seen  Mr.  Bloggins  lately.  Has  he  been  ill?" 
"No,  madam,  he  has  sold  the  business  to  Mr.  Jiggins". 

Then  the  assistant  could  call  Mr.  Jiggins  over.  "This  is 
Mr.  Jiggins,  madam".  The  new  proprietor  greets  the  old 
customer.  "Good  morning  madam.  I  trust  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  have  the  pleasure  of  serving  you." 

What  is  important  is  to  ensure  that,  at  the  time  of  the 
sale,  a  business  possesses  sufficient  goodwill  to  provide  the 
momentum  that  will  carry  it  safely  over  the  transfer  period. 
In  a  retail  business,  goodwill  normally  includes  an  assump- 
tion that  former  customers  will  return. 

Whether,  in  any  particular  case,  that  assumption  is  justi- 
fied is  something  that  can  be  checked  by  a  prospective 
buyer  as  soon  as  the  address  of  the  shop  is  known  to  him, 
and  before  he  makes  contact  with  the  present  proprietor. 
A  visit  to  the  shop  to  make  a  purchase,  and  a  similar  one 
a  little  later  by  his  wife,  will  enable  the  "atmosphere" 
between  assistants  and  customers  to  be  assessed.  If  he 
asks  a  number  of  passers-by  in  the  vicinity  to  direct  him 
to  a  good  chemist,  the  answers  will  be  instructive. 

If  it  should  be  the  new  proprietor's  policy  to  "play 
down"  the  change  in  ownership,  some  other  precautions 
will  also  be  required.  For  example  the  new  owner,  in  look- 
ing over  the  business  prior  to  purchase,  may  have  mentally 
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resolved  to  make  some  changes  in  the  shop's  layout  and 
arrangement.  He  may  well  decide  to  wait  four  or  five 
weeks  before  beginning  on  those  changes,  so  as  first  to  give 


local  people  a  chance  to  accept  him  as  a  person.  He  may 
also  decide  to  make  changes  gradually  and  unobtrusively 
instead  of  for  dramatic  effect.     STANLEY  TOWNSEND 


HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

REGIONAL  SUPPLIES  OFFICERS

AS  a  result  of  the  Minister's  decision  to  implement 
the  main  recommendations  of  the  Hunt  Committee 
on  Hospital  Supplies  Organisation  the  national  Press 
has  been  carrying  advertisements  for  regional  supplies  offi- 
cers at  a  provisional  salary  of  £2,850-3.570  per  annum. 
Ministry  Circular  HM(67)95,  issued  in  December  1967, 
required  each  regional  hospital  board  to  set  up  a  supplies 
committee  and  to  appoint  a  regional  supplies  officer,  "who 
will  rank  as  a  senior  member  of  the  administrative  staff 
and  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board." 
His  main  duties  are  "planning,  co-ordinating  and  promoting 
the  efficiency  of  supplies  arrangements  throughout  the 
Region." 

Hospital  pharmacists  who  have  fought,  and  to  a  large 
extent  won,  the  long-drawn-out  battle  with  the  supplies 
officers  at  group  level  for  the  right  to  control  pharmaceuti- 
cal supplies  will  view  these  new  appointments  with  mixed 
feelings.  The  appearance  in  the  supplies  arena  of  senior 
officers  at  a  salary  substantially  higher  than  a  pharmacist 
could  hope  to  earn,  even  if  he  were  lucky  enough  to  pull 
off  one  of  the  few  top  posts  in  the  service,  is  bound  to 
raise  fears  that  the  present  uneasy  truce  may  once  again 
develop  into  open  warfare. 

The  Ministry,  we  would  do  well  to  remember,  has 
always  insisted  that  the  supplies  officer  has  an  important 
part  to  play  in  the  purchase  of  pharmaceutical  supplies.  A 
recent  report  by  the  N.H.S.  Organisation  and  Methods 
Unit  commended  existing  arrangements  under  which  both 
pharmacists  and  supplies  officers  were  members  of  con- 
tracting authorities  for  the  purchase  of  drugs  and  dressings, 
and  recommended  their  extension.  It  went  on  to  suggest 
that  the  pharmacist  members  of  (he  authority  should  choose 
the  manufacturer  but  that  "invaluable  help  can  be  given 
by  the  supplies  officer  in  drawing  up  tenders  and  preparing 
contracts."  "Invariably,"  the  report  concluded,  "whether 
under  joint  contracting  arrangements  or  not,  the  pharmacist 
should  place  the  actual  order,"  which  should  not  be  counter- 
signed by  any  other  officers. 

Recommendations  Accepted  by  Minister 

The  Minister  has  notified  hospital  authorities  of  his 
acceptance  of  the  recommendations  made  in  the  report, 
and  in  HM(67)95  they  are  advised  that  those  recommenda- 
tions that  refer  to  the  functions  and  responsibilities  of 
pharmacists  will  continue  to  apply.  It  therefore  seems  clear 
that  though,  under  the  new  arrangement,  pharmacists  will 
continue  to  issue  their  own  orders  without  being  required  to 
have  them  countersigned  by  the  supplies  officer,  joint  con- 
tracting schemes  for  the  purchase  of  drugs  and  dressings 
will  be  operated  by  pharmacists  and  supplies  officers  work- 
ing in  association.  The  pharmacists  will  choose  what  is  to 
be  bought  and  who  is  to  supply  it,  and  the  supplies  officers 
will  give  their  "invaluable  help  in  drawing  up  tenders  and 
preparing  contracts." 

In  fact  most  existing  joint  and  area  contracting  schemes 
for  pharmaceutical  supplies  seem  to  operate  on  that  basis. 
One  of  the  participating  hospital  management  committees 
with  a  well  developed  supplies  organisation  capable  of 
dealing  with  the  administrative  and  clerical  work  involved 
acts  as  the  contracting  authority,  and  the  supplies  officer, 
as  one  of  its  senior  designated  officers,  administers  the 
scheme  and  conducts  correspondence. 

At  present  few  regional  hospital  boards  have  their  own 
supplies  organisations,  and  it  is  mainly  for  that  reason  that 
the  work  has  been  "farmed  out"  to  hospital  management

committees.  Now  that  the  regional  hospital  boards  are  to 
assume  overall  responsibility  for  the  organisation  of  supply 
arrangements  throughout  their  regions,  the  need  for  hos- 
pital management  committees  to  act  as  contracting  authori- 
ties will  disappear.  One  must  expect,  therefore,  that  the 
administration  of  regional  contracting  schemes  for  drugs 
and  dressings  will  become  the  responsibility  of  the  regional 
supplies  officer  acting  in  his  capacity  as  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  regional  supplies  committee.  Provided  that 
pharmacists  retain  the  right  to  choose  the  suppliers  to 
whom  contracts  are  to  be  awarded  there  should  be  nothing 
contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  in  an  arrangement  of 
that  kind. 

A  Situation  to  Watch 

It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  Ministry  has  not 
agreed  to  a  salary  of  £3,570  p.a.  for  an  officer  who  will 
act  only  as  a  committee  clerk,  and  it  would  be  only 
prudent  for  pharmacists  to  remain  on  the  alert  against  the 
possibility  of  a  "take-over."  They  are  at  some  disadvantage, 
because  no  regional  board  employs  a  full-time  pharmacist 
to  whom  it  can  turn  for  pharmaceutical  advice.  There  is 
thus  a  distinct  danger  that  the  board  may  turn  to  its  sup- 
plies officer  for  decisions  that  should  be  made  by  pharma- 
cists. Pharmacists  could,  of  course,  fight  back  through  the 
regional  pharmaceutical  advisory  committees  unless,  as  is 
the  case  in  some  regions,  supplies  are  excluded  from  their 
terms  of  reference.  Moreover  the  constitution  of  some  of 
those  committees  must  raise  serious  doubts  about  their 
ability  to  influence  policy.  Regional  medical  advisory  com- 
mittees are  invariably  composed  entirely  of  doctors,  but 
their  pharmaceutical  counterparts  usually  include  doctors, 
laymen  and  sometimes  even  nurses  amongst  their  members, 
presumably  on  the  assumption  that  pharmacists  cannot  be 
trusted  to  show  a  proper  degree  of  responsibility  and 
statesmanship.  Worse  still,  some  pharmaceutical  advisory 
committees  are  subcommittees  of  the  medical  advisory  com- 
mittee and  in  such  cases  recommendations  not  approved 
by  the  latter  body  never  see  the  light  of  day.  Even  those 
that  are  approved  must  be  presented  to  the  board  by  the 
chairman  of  the  medical  advisory  committee  who,  with 
the  best  will  in  the  world,  is  unlikely  to  feel  sufficiently 
strongly  about  them  to  put  up  a  fight  if  serious  opposition 
should  develop. 

That  position  has  largely  arisen  because  of  the  belief, 
widely  held  by  doctors  and  laymen,  that  pharmacy  is  a 
subject  on  which  a  doctor  is  at  least  as  much  of  an  expert 
as  a  pharmacist.  Even  after  twenty  years  of  the  National 
Health  Service  the  authorities  still  refuse  to  accept  the 
pharmacist  as  a  specialist  in  an  area  in  which  the  doctor 
has  no  expertise  and  therefore  cannot  speak  with  authority. 

The  time  has  surely  come  for  hospital  pharmacists  to 
demand  that  pharmaceutical  advisory  committees  should 
report  direct  to  their  regional  boards  and  that  they  should 
be  composed  entirely  of  hospital  pharmacists.  In  addition, 
the  Guild  must  continue  to  press  for  the  appointment  of 
regional  pharmacists  with  a  status  at  least  equal  to  that 
of  the  regional  supplies  officer. 

At  present  the  whole  situation  is  all  too  reminiscent  of 
that  which  once  obtained  at  group  level,  where  the  pharma- 
cist was  apt  to  find  himself  presented  with  a  fait  accompli 
simply  because  he  was  excluded  from,  and  unrepresented 
at,  meetings  at  which  pharmaceutical  decisions  were  made. 
It  would  only  be  too  easy  for  much  the  same  thing  to  hap- 
pen at  regional  level. 
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Pharmaceutical  Education  in  New  Zealand 

ITS  BEARING  ON  THE  QUESTION  OF  RECIPROCITY 

AGREEMENTS  for  the  reciprocal  recognition  of  pharmaceutical  qualifications  between  Britain  and  some 
Commonwealth  countries  were  changed  on  March  31.  The  old  agreements  apply  now  only  to  those  phar- 
macists who  were  registered  before  that  date.  New  agreements  are  being  negotiated  with  those  countries 
that  have  a  pharmaceutical  qualification  equivalent  to  that  required  for  registration  in  this  country,  namely  an 
entrance  qualification  equivalent  to  the  General  Certificate  of  Education  at  Advanced  Level  plus  a  three 
year  full-time  professional  course,  plus  a  year  of  practical  training.  In  addition  the  applicant  seeking  recipro- 
cal recognition  is  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  law  and  practice  of  pharmacy. 

In  this  article  Dr.  G.  S.  Cox,  who  was  the  first  head  of  the  New  Zealand  School  of  Pharmacy  (1959-62) 
and  who  advised  the  University  of  Otago  on  the  setting  up  of  its  B.Pharm.  course,  gives  some  of  the  back- 
ground to  the  struggle  made  by  the  pharmaceutical  profession  in  New  Zealand  to  improve  the  pharmaceutical 
qualification  in  that  country.  He  also  adds  a  note  on  Australia. 


PHARMACY  developed  in  New  Zealand  and  Austra- 
lia (as  with  other  Commonwealth  countries)  from 
the  pharmacists  who  went  out  as  emigrants  from 
the  United  Kingdom.  Pharmaceutical  education  in  New 
Zealand  was  begun  as  a  result  of  the  institution  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  Zealand  in  1879.  An  Act 
of  Parliament  passed  in  August  1880  and  brought  into 
effect  on  January  1,  1881,  established  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  New  Zealand.  The  Act  required  the  registration  of 
pharmacists  and  made  provision  for  the  examination  of 
candidates.  The  examination  system  that  developed  con- 
sisted of  Sections  A,  B  and  C.  Section  A  was  something 
equivalent  to  the  present  G.C.E.  O  level  in  Great  Britain 
and  was  dropped  when  it  became  possible  to  accept  stu- 
dents who  had  a  School  Certificate.  Students  then  under- 
took a  four-year  apprenticeship,  during  which  time  they 
took  Section  B  examination,  consisting  of  papers  in  botany 
and  chemistry  and  Section  C  examination  which  consisted 
of  papers  in  pharmacy  and  materia  medica. 

Local  private  schools  of  pharmacy  were  developed,  but 
they  eventually  closed  down  and  in  1940  the  Pharmacy 
Board  of  New  Zealand  undertook  the  training  of  all  phar- 
macy students  in  the  Dominion.  The  New  Zealand  College 
of  Pharmacy  was  established  and  provided  correspondence 
courses  during  the  four  years  of  apprenticeship  together 
with  two  block  release  courses  each  of  three  weeks'  dura- 
tion for  each  student. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  Zealand  was  not  unmind- 
ful of  the  way  in  which  pharmaceutical  education  was  fall- 
ing behind  other  countries  and,  in  fact,  before  the  1939-45 
war  it  had  approached  the  then  University  of  New  Zea- 
land with  a  view  to  the  university  providing  courses  in 
pharmacy.  Owing  to  the  war,  nothing  came  of  those  nego- 
tiations. 

Further  approaches  were  made  to  the  university  after 
the  war.  The  Senate  set  up  a  special  committee  to  consider 
the  matter  but,  after  long  deliberations,  during  which  time 
the  New  Zealand  Department  of  Education  (the  director 
was  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  New 
Zealand)  said  that  they  could  provide  a  suitable  course, 
the  Senate  committee  recommended  that  a  course  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Department  of  Education  would  fulfil  the 
New  Zealand  requirements  for  the  majority  of  pharmacists 
for  many  years  to  come.  However,  the  Senate  Committee 
felt  that  there  was  a  need  for  a  small  number  of  more 
highly  qualified  pharmacists  and  the  university  agreed  to 
set  up  a  course  for  about  ten  students  per  year  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Otago. 

New  Zealand  School  of  Pharmacy 

While  the  Pharmacy  Board  would  have  preferred  all 
pharmacists  to  reach  the  register  by  way  of  a  university 
course,  they  accepted  the  compromise  and  the  New  Zealand 
School  of  Pharmacy  at  Petone  was  established.  It  was  the 


only  institution  for  higher  education  outside  the  university 
and  teacher  training  colleges  with  full-time  students.  The 
school  had  its  first  intake  of  seventy-five  students  in  Febru- 
ary 1960. 

For  students  who  had  already  embarked  on  an  appren- 
ticeship under  the  old  system,  the  Pharmacy  Board  decided 
to  continue  the  examinations  for  Section  B  and  Section  C 
for  a  number  of  years.  In  fact  the  last  examination  for 
Section  C  will  be  held  this  year,  so  that  pharmacists  will 
reach  the  New  Zealand  Register  this  year  who  have  never 
attended  a  full-time  pharmacy  course. 

Minimum  Entrance  Requirement 

The  minimum  entrance  requirement  for  the  New  Zealand 
School  of  Pharmacy  is  to  have  passed  or  have  been  accre- 
dited with  University  Entrance.  It  may  be  obtained  one 
year  after  taking  the  School  Certificate  of  the  Department 
of  Education.  A  School  Certificate  is  obtained  in  four  sub- 
jects (English  is  compulsory  and  has  a  pass  mark  of  35 — 
in  other  subjects  the  pass  mark  is  50)  and  the  candidate 
is  required  to  obtain  a  total  of  200  marks  to  pass.  The 
majority  of  students  are  accredited  with  University  En- 
trance, only  the  poorest  students  in  each  school  having  to 
sit  the  examination.  Students  who  stay  at  school  for  a 
further  year  after  obtaining  their  University  Entrance  are 
granted  a  Higher  School  Certificate  without  further  exam- 
ination, enabling  them  to  obtain  higher  student  grants. 

The  course  at  the  New  Zealand  School  of  Pharmacy 
lasts  over  two  academic  years.  The  first  year  consists  of 
basic  science  subjects  leading  up  to  the  Pharmacy  Profes- 
sional Examination  Stage  I  which  is  equivalent  to  the 
General  Certificate  of  Education  at  advanced  level  in  Bri- 
tain. With  the  low  entrance  requirements  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing that  there  is  a  high  failure  rate  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year.  The  second  year  of  the  course  consists  of  the  pro- 
fessional subjects  leading  up  to  the  Pharmacy  Professional 
Examination  Stage  II.  Therefore  the  course  can  be  regarded 
as  equivalent  to  an  updated  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diploma 
course  such  as  existed  in  Britain  up  until  the  late  1940s. 

To  maintain  the  New  Zealand  Register  it  had  been  esti- 
mated that  the  Petone  school  would  have  to  produce 
about  seventy  qualified  students  per  year  but  it  was  quickly 
shown  that  that  was  impossible  with  a  first  year  intake  of 
seventy-five  students  unless  the  standard  was  made  ex- 
tremely low.  Standards  were  lowered  in  1963  and  in  1964 
the  intake  of  students  was  increased  to  100. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  a  country  with  a 
population  of  2\  million  requires  (or  can  even  afford) 
that  number  of  pharmacists  being  added  to  the  register 
annually. 

Having  passed  the  Pharmacy  Professional  examination, 
stage  II,  the  individual  is  required  to  do  a  two-year  period 
of  apprenticeship. 

It  is  interesting  to  consider  that  the  quickest  way  for  a 
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U.K.  student  to  enter  the  U.K.  Register,  up  to  the  change 
in  reciprocal  agreements,  was  for  him  to  obtain  A  Levels 
in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology  in  Britain  (this  would 
exempt  him  from  the  New  Zealand  Pharmacy  Professional 
Examination,  Stage  I)  and  then  spend  three  years  in  New 
Zealand.  During  that  period  he  could  attend  the  New  Zeal- 
and School  of  Pharmacy  for  one  year  and  obtain  the 
Pharmacy  Professional  Examination  Stage  II  and  com- 
plete two  years  of  apprenticeship  to  qualify  for  the  New 
Zealand  Register.  He  could  then  have  returned  to  the  U.K. 

It  is,  however,  anticipated  that  the  professional  course 
in  New  Zealand  will  be  increased  by  another  year  in  1969. 

B.Pharm.  Course  at  the  University  ofOtago 

The  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  course  of  the  University  of 
Otago  is  a  four-year  general  degree  course  made  up  as 
follows : 

First  year:  Chemistry,  physics,  zoology  (equivalent  to 
our  A  levels).  Second  year :  Chemistry,  physiology,  and 
biochemistry  (all  as  for  B.Sc.  courses).  Third  year:  Micro- 
biology, pharmaceutics  I,  and  pharmaceutical  chemistry. 
Fourth  year:  Pharmaceutics  II  (including  forensic  phar- 
macy and  pharmacognosy)  and  pharmacology. 

Since  the  annual  intake  of  students  to  the  course  was 
planned  as  ten  (now  increased  to  twenty)  facilities  of  other 
departments  of  the  University  are  used  with  the  advantage 
to  pharmacy  students  that  if  they  stay  at  the  University 
for  another  year  they  can  obtain  a  B.Sc.  degree  in  addition 
to  a  B.Pharm.  degree. 

During  the  course  the  student  is  required  to  do  six 
months'  practical  training.  After  completing  the  course  he 
must  do  another  six  months  of  practical  training  before 
he  can  be  admitted  to  the  Register.  The  first  students  by 
that  route  reached  the  New  Zealand  Register  in  1967. 

The  course  for  the  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  degree  of  the 
University  of  Otago  is  one  year  longer  than  most  Bache- 
lor courses  in  New  Zealand  and  it  compares  favourably 
with  pharmacy  degree  courses  in  the  U.K.  There  should 
not  be  any  difficulty  in  negotiating  a  new  reciprocal  agree- 
ment with  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  Zealand  for  per- 
sons holding  that  qualification. 

New  Zealand  is  probably  not  a  big  enough  country  to 
warrant  having  two  schools  of  pharmacy.  Academic  sala- 
ries are  not  high  enough  to  attract  adequately  qualified 
people  from  other  countries  (in  fact  New  Zealand  suffers 
from  a  "brain  drain''  which  is  worse  and  far  more  pathe- 
tic than  that  of  Britain)  and  New  Zealand  has  no  pool  of 
suitably  qualified  people  to  teach  the  professional  pharma- 
ceutical subjects.  At  the  same  time  the  New  Zealand 
Government  is  not  prepared  to  pay  for  suitable  people  to 
obtain  qualifications  outside  the  country  to  fit  them  for 
teaching  positions  when  they  return. 

In  1963  the  Pharmacy  Board  set  up  an  Education  and 
Research  Foundation  and  it  may  be  that  when  the  fund 
has  grown  sufficiently  it  will  be  able  to  give  grants  to  a 
few  students  (perhaps  post-graduate  students  who  hold  the 
Otago  B.Pharm.)  so  that  they  may  obtain  qualifications 
overseas  that  fit  them  to  teach  when  they  return. 

The  New  Zealand  School  of  Pharmacy  at  Petone  has 
had  a  big  turnover  of  academic  staff  during  the  seven 
years  of  its  existence.  It  has  had  three  heads  and  for  one 
year  it  was  without  a  head.  The  Pharmacy  Board  has  been 
greatly  concerned  and  since  1962  has  been  making  repre- 
sentations to  the  Government  at  all  levels  suggesting 
the  transfer  of  all  pharmacy  courses  to  the  univefsity  sys- 
tem. It  culminated  in  the  Pharmacy  Board's  presenting  a 
petition  to  the  New  Zealand  Parliament.  The  petition  was 
heard  by  the  Parliamentary  Education  Committee  and  they 
referred  it  to  the  Government  for  favourable  consideration. 
The  recommendation  was  made  "with  a  view  to  ensuring 
(a)  that  an  adequate  proportion  of  pharmacists  be  trained  to 
a  professional  standard  that  will  ensure  reciprocity  within 
the  Commonwealth;  (b)  that  the  medical  and  pharmaceu- 
tical professions  can  co-operate  in  complete  harmony  in 


the  interests  of  the  patient;  (c)  that  the  requirements  o 
pharmaceutical  research  are  adequately  met." 

Early  in  1967  the  New  Zealand  Cabinet  declined  t( 
approve  the  petition  and  reaffirmed  its  earlier  decision  t< 
develop  a  three-year  course  (this  is  a  first  year  of  basic 
science  subjects  and  a  two  year  professional  course)  at  thi 
New  Zealand  School  of  Pharmacy.  However,  the  Cabine 
did  agree  in  principle  to  a  gradual  increase  in  the  size  o 
the  University  course  at  Otago  if  that  is  shown  to  be  neces 
sary  by  a  continuing  survey  of  the  employment  pattern  o 
university  graduates. 

Pharmacy  education  has  been  a  political  football  in  New 
Zealand  for  many  years  and  except  for  a  few  graduate; 
from  the  University  of  Otago  it  is  unlikely  that  the  New 
Zealand  pharmacist  will  receive  an  education  with  ai 
equivalent  academic  content  to  that  enjoyed  by  the  U.K 
pharmacist  for  many  years  to  come.  For  too  long  we  have 
accepted  on  the  U.K.  Register  pharmacists  who  have  re 
ceived  an  inadequate  training  in  Commonwealth  countries 
We  cannot  allow  sentiment  to  let  this  continue,  for  if  we 
continued  reciprocity  with  these  countries  we  would  in  effect 
be  saying  that  our  standards  of  education  were  too  high. 

Negotiations  with  these  Commonwealth  countries  have 
been  going  on  for  fifteen  years.  Had  reciprocity  come  to 
an  end  before  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  Zealand  had 
petitioned  Parliament,  the  outcome  of  that  petition  might 
have  been  different.  Have  the  negotiations  that  have  gone 
on  for  too  long  been  cries  of  "Wolf"  to  the  New  Zealand 
Government? 

Australia 

The  situation  in  Australia  is  somewhat  different.  Here 
each  of  the  six  states  has  its  own  Pharmacy  Board  main- 
taining its  own  Register.  Pharmaceutical  education  develop- 
ments in  each  state  have  been  similar,  although  some  states 
have  been  slower  to  develop  than  others. 

Some  pharmacy  courses  are  in  universities  (Sydney,  New 
South  Wales  and  Brisbane,  Queensland)  some  are  in  tech- 
nical colleges  (Perth,  W.A..  Adelaide.  SA.  and  Hobart, 
Tasmania)  and,  in  the  State  of  Victoria,  the  Victorian  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy,  Melbourne,  is  run  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Victoria. 

In  general  all  the  courses  are  now  of  three  years'  dura- 
tion (one  year  of  basic  science  subjects  and  two  years  of 
professional  studies).  A  few  students  do  take  a  four  year 
degree  course  (the  B.Pharm.  Hons,  degree  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Sydney)  and  it  may  be  that  reciprocal  agreements 
for  those  graduates  could  be  arranged. 

Any  Business  Questions? 

/  sold  a  freehold  shop  which  I  bought  in  1964.  The 
Inland  Revenue  want  to  assess  me  for  capital  gains  tax 
and  they  say  I  must  elect  whether  I  want  to  proceed  on 
the  basis  of  a  valuation  at  April  5.

Unfortunately  yes.  The  Inland  Revenue  claim  that  is  the 
case  because  otherwise  they  would  be  overwhelmed  with 
valuation  cases.  Whether  that  is  true  or  not  it  seems  unjust, 
but  that  is  how  the  law  stands. 

I  have  signed  a  covenant  in  respect  of  my  church  annual 
contributions  and  the  church   is,   apparently,  able  to 
benefit,  but  the  inspector  of  taxes  reduces  this  from  my 
allowances    on    my    code   number.    Does   signing  this 
covenant  cost  me  more  on  my  own  tax  schedule  (the 
church  treasurer  says  "No")?  And  why  does  it  appear 
as  a  deduction  on  the  code  number? 
The  covenant  costs  you  tax  on  2s.  9d.  of  the  gross  covenant 
if  you  have  no  unearned  income  sufficient  to  cover  the 
covenanted  amount.  If  you  are  not  liable  at  the  standard 
rate  of  income  tax  it  costs  you  tax  at  an  amount  in  each 
£1  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  standard  rate  and 
your  highest  rate.  Either  of  those  circumstances  would 
affect  your  code  number. 
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STATUTORY  FEES  UNCHANGED  IN  1969 

"On  the  spot"  reciprocity  discussions 


THE  Statutory  fees  payable  by  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  are  to  remain  as  at  present. 
That  decision  was  made  by  the  Council  at  its  meet- 
ing in  London  on  April  30  and  May  1  after  considering 
the  minutes  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee presented  by  Mr.  H.  Steinman.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  alter  the  by-laws  in  order  that  premises  fees  could 
be  fixed  for  at  least  a  further  year,  and  a  formal  pro- 
posal to  do  that  would  be  submitted  at  the  Committee's 
next  meeting.  Further  changes  in  the  by-laws  would  be 
necessary  when  the  Medicines  Bill  became  law  since  the 
Bill  contained  provision  for  premises  fees,  which  would  be 
prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  Committee  recommended  a  further  interim  payment 
of  £10,000  to  the  solicitors  acting  for  the  Society,  on  ac- 
count of  charges  involved  in  the  Dickson  case.  Interim 
payments  previously  made  amounted  to  £14,335.  The 
recommendations  were  adopted. 

To  Visit  Australia  arid  New  Zealand 

The  Council  discussed  the  negotiation  of  new  agreements 
for  reciprocal  registration  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
after  March  31,  and  agreed  that  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  Education  and  Science  (Professor  A.  H.  Beckett) 
and  the  secretary  (Mr.  D.  Lewis),  should  visit  those  two 
countries  so  soon  as  possible  to  discuss  the  matter  with 
the  appropriate  authorities  and  report. 

The  minutes  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  were 
presented  by  its  chairman  (Miss  M.  A.  Burr).  Miss  P.  M. 
Hurd  was  reported  to  have  accepted  appointment  as 
warden  of  Birdgrove  House.  She  would  commence  duties 
on  August  1. 

Representatives  from  Nottingham  and  District  Branch 
were  being  invited  to  be  present  at  Birdgrove  House  on 
the  afternoon  of  June  16,  when  a  refrigerator  recently 
given  by  the  Branch  would  be  handed  over.  A  letter  of 
appreciation  was  recommended  to  be  sent  to  Macarthys, 
Ltd.,  for  a  gift  of  toilet  requisites. 

To  Mr.  C.  Thompson,  who  had  retired  from  the  office 
of  Benevolent  Fund  organiser  for  the  Huddersfield  Branch 
after  serving  in  that  capacity  for  twenty-eight  years,  it  was 
resolved  to  send  a  letter  of  thanks. 

Grants  had  been  made  or  were  being  recommended 
for  two  members,  five  widows  of  members,  one  dependant 
of  a  member  and  in  respect  of  three  orphans. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (chairman  of  the  Organisation  Com- 
mittee) presented  its  minutes.  A  report  on  the  Society's 
"Medicines  —  with  Care"  exhibition  (discontinued  in 
December  1967)  noted  that  the  film  of  that  title  was  still 
the  only  one  available  that  dealt  with  accidental  poison- 
ing. The  Society  was  therefore  recommended  to  seek  finan- 
cial support  for  the  production  of  a  new  film  on  the 
subject  for  distribution  by  the  Society.  If  follow-up  cam- 
paigns to  the  exhibition  were  to  be  continued  after  Decem- 
ber, new  copies  of  the  film  would  be  made  and  new  display 
material,  etc.,  prepared. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  Miss  Burr  should  be 
asked  to  represent  the  Society  on  the  Women's  National 
Cancer  Control  Campaign. 

The  Publications  Committee  recommended  that  the  sel- 
ling price  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1968  (to 
be  published  in  September)  should  be  £7  post  free,  and 
that  the  edition  should  come  into  force  on  March  3,  1969. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  Practice  Committee,  and  of  the  sub- 
committees on  genera]  and  hospital  practice,  were  presented 
by  the  Committee's  chairman  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr).  Some 
members  of  the  hospital  practice  subcommittee  held  that 


the  proposed  City  and  Guilds  course  for  dispensing  tech- 
nicians contained  insufficient  chemistry  for  the  needs  of 
hospital  pharmacy  technicians,  others  that  the  proposed 
course  was  suitable  for  the  basic  grade  of  hospital  phar- 
macy technicians.  The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  had 
set  up  a  subcommittee  to  make  proposals  on  training 
technicians,  and  the  Society  would  be  given  an  opportunity 
of  commenting  upon  them.  The  Committee  recommended 
consideration  of  an  additional  course  or  courses  for  tech- 
nicians required  for  specialised  work  and  that  the  City 
and  Guilds  of  London  Institute's  proposed  courses  for 
dispensing  technicians  should  be  accepted  as  suitable  for 
the  basic  grade  of  pharmacy  technicians  for  hospitals.  The 
attempt  should  be  made  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the 
entry  requirements  to  the  proposed  course,  so  that  che- 
mistry or  a  science  subject  with  a  chemistry  content  should 
be  one  of  the  three  subjects  prescribed  at  G.C.E.  "O" 
level,  S.C.E.  "O"  Grade  or  C.S.E.  Grade  1.  Information 
about  the  proposed  course  should,  it  was  recommended, 
be  made  known  to  the  Scottish  Association  for  National 
Certificates  and  Diplomas. 

The  Committee  reported  on  a  meeting  with  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  April  22,  which  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Joint  Veterinary /Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee had  attended.  One  suggested  amendment  (a  pro- 
posal to  delete  part  of  Clause  10  (3)  of  the  Medicines  Bill) 
would  have  the  effect  of  removing  from  the  licensing 
procedure  the  exemption  that  enabled  a  pharmacist  to 
prepare  or  dispense  autogenous  vaccines,  plasma  and  sera 
and  it  was  agreed  that  no  objection  should  be  raised  to 
the  proposal  so  far  as  it  applied  to  instructions  given  to 
the  pharmacist  by  a  farmer.  It  was  emphasised  that  the 
pharmacist  should  be  in  no  worse  a  position  than  the 
veterinary  surgeon  with  regard  to  the  manufacture  of  a 
vaccine,  plasma  or  serum  against  prescription,  and  the 
Committee  recommended  further  discussions  with  the 
Ministry  on  the  subject. 

It  was  pointed  out  that,  if  the  principle  of  "proper  name" 
labelling  were  accepted,  confusion  might  arise  when  a 
tablet  was  ordered  by,  and  the  container  labelled  with,  the 
approved  name,  and  a  tablet  overprinted  with  Glaxo  trade 
name  was  dispensed.  After  discussion  with  the  Practice 
Committee  it  was  recommended  that  the  decision  to  accept 
the  principle  of  labelling  of  dispensed  medicines  with  the 
name  of  the  preparation  dispensed,  unless  the  prescriber 
specifically  indicated  otherwise,  should  be  confirmed. 

Dispensing  by  Doctors 

The  following  letter  was  reported  to  have  been  received 
from  the  Private  Secretary  to  the  Minister  of  Health: 

The  Minister  has  asked  me  to  apologise  to  you  that  he  has 
not  been  able  to  send  earlier  a  substantive  reply  to  your  letter  of 
March  25,  asking  for  a  meeting  to  discuss  dispensing  in  rural 
areas.  He  is  also  sorry  that  it  was  not  possible  for  the  reasons 
explained  to  you  to  accede  to  your  earlier  requests  for  a  dis- 
cussion. Discussions  with  the  medical  profession  are  still  far 
from  complete  but  the  Minister  accepts  that  further  consultation 
with  your  own  profession  ought  not  to  be  long  deferred  mean- 
while and  his  officials  will  shortly  be  writing  to  you  about 
certain  possible  changes  in  the  draft  amending  regulation  and 
about  arrangements  for  a  discussion." 

A  further  letter  had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  containing  drafts  of  proposed  amendments  to  the 
regulations.  After  discussion,  it  was  recommended  that  the 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  should  be  contacted  with  a  view 
to  making  a  joint  approach  to  the  Ministry. 

It  was  reported  that  a  clause  added  during  the  report 
stage  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Bill  ex- 
tended the  definition  of  "Services  of  the  Crown"  to  include 
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sale  or  supply  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946.  The  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  was  concerned  about  that  extension  of  definition, 
particularly  as  the  amendment  giving  effect  to  it  had 
been  tabled  only  on  March  29,  and  had  been  accepted,  by 
the  Minister  on  April  1,  without  any  discussion  with  the 
industry.  It  was  recalled  that  the  Society's  submission  to 
the  Committee  to  Examine  the  Patent  System  and  Patent 
Law  had  put  forward  the  view  that,  in  instances  not 
involving  national  emergency,  reference  should  be  made 
to  some  type  of  tribunal  before  the  Crown  Use  provisions 
were  brought  into  operation  and  the  Committee  recom- 
mended confirming  to  the  A. B.P.I,  that,  when  the  matter 
was  debated  further,  no  objection  would  be  raised  if 
reference  were  made  to  the  unanimity  of  opinion  between 
the  profession  and  the  industry  on  that  issue. 

Useful  suggestions  on  the  layout  of,  and  the  information 
supplied  by,  a  prototype  imperial /metric  conversion  cal- 
culator had  been  made  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union;  the  suggestions  had  been  discussed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  and  a  new  prototype 
would  be  prepared.  The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Law  Committee  were 
presented  by  its  chairman  (Mr.  D.  E.  Sparsh'ott).  During 
March  the  premises  of  3,454  authorised  sellers  and  677 
traders  were  reported  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
and  of  1,141  traders  by  the  Society's  agents.  In  four  cases 
of  alleged  infringements  of  the  laws  relating  to  pharmacy 
appropriate  action  was  recommended.  Warning  letters 
had  been  written  to  three  authorised  sellers  of  poisons 
about  minor  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  and  to  eight  market  traders  about  sales  contrary 
to  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Darling  presented  the  minutes  of  the  Ethical 
Committee.  A  pharmacist  who  had  applied  for  registra- 
tion of  premises  adjacent  to  a  building  purchased  for 
use  as  a  group  medical  clinic  had  been  informed  that  such 
use  might  be  contrary  to  paragraph  24  of  the  Statement 
upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct.  A  ruling  had  been 
sought  from  the  Ethical  Committee,  and  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  pharmacist  should  be  told  that  paragraph 


24  could  not  be  waived  in  the  circumstances  described. 

The  Committee  had  considered  on  a  number  of  occasions 
the  alleged  direction  of  National  Health  Service  prescrip- 
tion from  a  doctor's  surgery  to  a  pharmacy,  and  was 
reminded  that  the  Executive  Council  concerned  had  de- 
cided, in  November  1967,  that  in  view  of  a  statement  by 
the  doctor  concerned  that  no  direction  of  prescriptions 
existed,  it  could  take  no  action  in  the  matter.  Recent  reports 
from  the  Society's  inspector  and  correspondence  with  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  had  shown  that  the  posi- 
tion had  not  been  satisfactorily  resolved.  The  Executive 
Council  concerned  was  to  be  asked  to  reconsider  the  matter 
in  the  light  of  those  recent  reports. 

The  Committee  considered  a  local  newspaper  advertise- 
ment for  a  pharmacy  that  included  the  words  "dispensing 
chemist"  and  "no  advanced  map  reading  qualifications 
required  for  your  path  to  health,"  the  word  "chemist"  also 
appearing  in  an  arrow  on  a  map  showing  the  position  of 
the  premises.  It  was  recommended  to  send  a  letter  re- 
affirming the  Council's  views  on  that  type  of  advertising 
and  to  ask  the  local  inspector  to  discuss  the  matter  with 
him. 

Special  Circumstances 

No  objection  was  raised  to  the  use  as  a  surgery  of  prop- 
erty owned  by  a  pharmacist  250  yards  from  his  premises,  as 
requested  by  his  local  Executive  Council.  Neither  the 
doctor  nor  the  pharmacist  had  approached  each  other, 
the  premises  concerned  were  likely  to  be  demolished  dur- 
ing the  next  two  or  three  years,  and  no  other  pharmacy 
was  likely  to  be  greatly  affected.  The  area  was  one  to 
which  it  was  difficult  to  attract  doctors.  The  recommenda- 
tions were  adopted. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  applications  for  regis- 
tration by  persons  with  overseas  pharmaceutical  qualifica- 
tions not  subject  to  an  agreement  for  reciprocal  registra- 
tion should  continue  to  be  considered  by  the  adjudica- 
ting committee  under  by-laws  Section  XIX  (18)  and  (19). 
The  Committee  recommended,  on  the  advice  of  assessors, 
that  Mrs.  Annie  Elliott  should  be  designated  a  Fellow  of 
the  Society.  The  recommendations  were  adopted.

The  papers  report  final  results  of  two 
etrospective  investigations  —  one  by 
he  Medical  Research  Council's  statis- 
ical  research  unit,  the  other  carried  out 
mder  the  auspices  of  the  Committee 
in  Safety  of  Drugs.  The  research  unit 
itudied  married  women  aged  16-40 
rears  admitted  with  various  types  of 
hromboembolic  disease  to  nineteen 
arge  hospitals  in  the  North  West  Met- 
opolitan  Hospital  Board  area  during 
1964-66.  It  was  calculated  that  the 
innual  risk  of  hospital  admission  in 
previously  healthy  women  for  deep 
rein  thrombosis  or  for  pulmonary 
smbolism  was  about  nine  to  ten  times 
greater  in  those  using  oral  contracep- 
tives than  in  others.  The  annual  hos- 
pital admission  rate  was  estimated  to 
be  1  in  2.000  for  those  using  oral 
contraceptives,  compared  with  1  in 
20,000  for  those  not  doing  so.  No  re- 
lationship was  found  between  coronary 
thrombosis  and  the  use  of  oral  contra- 
ceptives, but  the  study  has  provided 
some  evidence  that  very  occasionally 
oral  contraceptives  may  be  responsible 
for  causing  cerebral  thrombosis.  How- 
ever, the  incidence  of  such  disease  is 
so  low  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
calculate  a  reliable  estimate  of  hospital 
admissions. 

The  Dunlop  Committee  study  was 
concerned  with  married  women  (aged 
20-44  years)  who  died  from  thrombo- 
embolic diseases  in  England,  Wales  and 
Northern  Ireland  during  1966.  The 
study  showed  that  there  was  a  signi- 
ficant relationship  between  the  use  of 
oral  contraceptives  and  death  due  to 
pulmonary  embolism  or  cerebral 
thrombosis.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
numbers  of  deaths  per  year  from  those 
two  diseases  attributable  to  the  use  of 
oral  contraceptives  by  previously  heal- 
thy women  amounted  to  one  to  two 
per  100,000  users  in  the  age  group 
20-34  years  and  three  to  four  per 
100,000  users  in  the  age  group  35-44 
years.  These  figures  compared  with 
annual  death  rates  of  1'3  and  2"3  per 
100,000  maternities  from  puerperal 
phlebitis,  thrombosis  and  pulmonary 
embolism;  and  229  and  57'6  deaths 
per  100,000  maternities  for  all  risks  of 
pregnancy,  delivery  and  the  puerpe- 
rium  (including  abortions). 

Unlike  the  Statistical  Research  Unit's 
study  this  investigation  did  give  some 
indication  that  an  association  may  exist 
between  the  use  of  oral  contraceptives 
and  the  incidence  of  coronary  throm- 
bosis, especially  among  young  women, 


-  ,,llv    ,,  there  are  three  prac 

tical  conclusions:  first,  sequential  types 
may  be  more  dangerous;  second,  the 
continuous-low-dose  progestogen  tech- 
nique (e.g.  using  chlormadinone  acetate) 
may  afford  a  means  of  avoiding  throm- 
boembolic effects  and,  third,  admini- 
stration of  oestrogen  for  any  purpose 
should  be  regarded  as  carrying  a  de- 
finite risk  if  given  for  a  long  time  or 
in  high  dosage.  A  statement  on  the 


papers  from  the  Oral  Contraception 
Information  Centre  (see  C.  &  D.,  April 
20,  p.  344),  welcoming  the  report,  says 
the  relative  risk  has  now  been  more 
accurately  quantified.  It  notes  that  the 
risk  is  now  shown  to  be  least  where 
the  use  is  greatest,  namely  in  the 
younger  age  group  up  to  thirty-four 
years  of  age.  But  Syntex  Pharma- 
ceuticals, Ltd.,  are  critical  of  the  re- 
trospective studies,  "a  notoriously 
unreliable  technique."  The  preliminary 
data  from  the  study  had  been  sub- 
mitted for  independent  evaluation  to  a 
team  of  medical  statisticians  at  Rutgers 
University.  Their  conclusions  were  that 
all  were  subject  to  an  immeasurable 
reporting  error.  Furthermore  an 
examination  of  the  number  of  deaths 
from  blood  clotting  disease  in  the 
United  Kingdom  population  showed 
it  to  be  increasing  among  both  men 
and  women;  the  rate  of  increase  among 
women  being  no  higher  than  that 
among  men.

Plea  for  code  made  at  Irish  industry  luncheon 

PLEA  for   an   international  code 


A  PLEA  for  an 

covering  the  safety,  efficacy  and  quality 
of  pharmaceutical  products  was  made 
by  the  president  of  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry, 
(Mr.  J.  A.  Lumley)  at  a  luncheon  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Indus- 
tries Association,  Ltd.,  in  Dun  Laogh- 
aire  recently.  The  alternative,  he  said, 
was'  a  costly  multiplication  of  proce- 
dures that  could  only  add  to  the  costs 
of  products  and  delay  their  availability 
in  the  countries  concerned. 

An  outstanding  characteristic  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  was  its  inter- 
national basis.  A  total  of  $504  million 
was  spent  annually  on  pharmaceutical 
research.  Largest  spenders  were  the 
United  States  ($302.4  m.);  Japan 
($61.6  m.);  United  Kingdom  and  Ger- 
many ($33.6  m.  each);  France  and 
Switzerland  ($28  m.  each).  Spending 
of  that  magnitude  was  only  possible 
if  companies  developed  markets  for 
their  products  in  virtually  the  whole 
world. 

A  Constructive  Approach 

Ireland's  approach,  said  Mr.  Lumley, 
in  pursuit  of  her  aim  to  become  an 
attractive  base  for  the  international 
pharmaceutical  industry,  seemed  con- 
structive as  opposed  to  the  short- 
sighted one  of  giving  the  local  industry 
high  protection.  In  1967  Ireland  had 
been  Britain's  biggest  customer  for 
pharmaceuticals,  with  a  total  purchase 
valued  at  £4"9  millions.  The  quality, 
safety,  efficacy  and  commercial  accept- 
ability of  British  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts were  thus  of  legitimate  concern 
to  many  members  of  the  Irish  Asso- 
ciation, to  the  appropriate  professions 
and  to  the  Irish  Government. 

Negotiations  were  currently  in  pro- 
gress between  the  British  Government 
and  the  industry  over  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Sainsbury  Committee.  A 
recommendation  most  menacing  to  the 
industry's  future  was  the  proposal  to 
abolish  brand  names  for  pharmaceuti- 
cals. Fortunately,  the  Minister  had  not 
yet  made  up  his  mind  on  it,  and  the 
industry  had  been  given  every  chance 


to  put  forward  its  case  that  brand 
names  were  essential  to  its  ability  to 
exploit  the  fruits  of  research  and  de- 
velopment. Apart  from  moral  or  ethi- 
cal considerations,  it  was  good  business 
for  the  industry  to  observe  a  proper 
code  of  conduct,  to  ensure  that  its  pro- 
ducts were  produced  to  high  standards 
and  that  any  new  products  were  defi- 
nite improvements. 

Keeping  Controls  Within  Limits 

"Since  we  know  that  the  private- 
enterprise  system  of  inventing  new 
medicines  under  the  stimulus  of  pros- 
pective profits  from  success,  works 
well  and  has  produced  dramatic  im- 
provements in  therapeutics,  let  us  en- 
sure that  Government  laws  and  regula- 
tions, whether  affecting  price  or  the 
doctor's  freedom  to  prescribe,  allow 
sufficient  latitude  for  us  to  continue 
our  proven  record  of  success." 

Mr.  L.  V.  Nolan  (chairman,  A  divi- 
sion of  the  Irish  Association)  said  the 
industry  in  Ireland  was  developing  ex- 
ports rapidly  and  were  expected  to 
reach  £10  million  during  1970.  The 
Irish  industry  had  already  adopted 
voluntarily  the  code  of  standards  effec- 
tive within  the  European  Economic 
Community  and  the  European  Free 
Trade  Association.  It  gave  full  support 
to  the  National  Drugs  Advisory  Board, 
which  acted  as  a  watch-dog  for  home- 
produced  and  imported  drugs.  Brand 
names  for  pharmaceutical  products 
provided  a  guarantee  of  quality  not 
only  to  the  patient  but  also  to  the 
doctor  and  pharmacist.  "If  and  when 
we  have  dispensed  with  the  use  of 
brand  names  for  everyday  commodi- 
ties— an  unlikely  situation — then  can 
we  accept  a  proposal  to  abolish  brand 
names  in  the  drug  industry."

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

THE  low  cost  and  continuous  ease  of 
administration  of  continuous  low- 
dosage  oral  progestogen  contraceptive 
therapy  makes  it  of  interest  to  develop- 
ing countries  with  limited  resources 
for  family  planning,  report  workers  at 
the  University  of  Chile.  They  have 
given  0.5  mgm.  of  clormadinone  acetate 
as  a  "non-stop"  oral  contraceptive  to 
390  young  fertile  healthy  women  dur- 
ing 3,400  months  and  found  the 
method  both  well  tolerated  and  accept- 
ed by  subjects  who  Had  experienced  pre- 
vious intolerance  to  conventional  oral 
combined  or  sequential  therapy.  The 
method  may  be  started  at  any  time 
after  parturition  or  abortion  and  does 
not  interfere  with  lactation.  Fertility 
was  found  to  be  re-established  in  the 
first  or  second  cycle  after  therapy  was 
discontinued.  Among  twenty-four 
subjects  who  had  undesired  pregnan- 
cies, thirteen  claimed  to  have  used  the 
method  correctly.  The  mechanism  of 
action  of  the  method  is  discussed  in 
this  and  in  a  further  paper  on  twelve 
women  who  underwent  surgery  during 
therapy.  There  was  evidence  that 
ovulation  usually  continued  (the 
hypothalmic-pituitary-ovarian  axis  is 
said  not  to  be  interfered  with)  and 
fertility  seemed  to  be  inhibited  by 
interference  at  the  levels  of  the 
cervical  glands,  endometrium  and,  pos- 
sibly, endosalpinx.  As  no  spermatoza 
were  obtained  from  Fallopian  tube 
washings,  it  is  suggested  that  sperm 
ascent  may  be  prevented.  In  sensitive 
individuals,  however,  ovulation  was 
thought  to  be  occasionally  inhibited 
(B.M.J.,  May  4,  pp.  263  and  266). 
A  controlled  evaluation  of  lithium 


as  a  prophylactic  agent  in  manic- 
depressive  psychosis  is  long  overdue, 
state  workers  at  the  Institute  of 
Psychiatry,  Denmark  Hill,  London. 
They  have  critically  examined  the 
published  evidence  and  find  fault  with 
patient  selection,  trial  evaluation  and 
observer  bias.  A  small  trial  of  their 
own  has  indicated  that  results  as  im- 
pressive as  those  reported  for  lithium 
can  be  obtained,  using  similar  criteria, 
with  a  heterogenous,  safer,  group  of 
psychotropic  drugs  (Lancet,  May  4, 
p.  968). 

A  success  rate  of  86  per  cent,  in 
the  eradication  of  threadworm  is 
reported  by  a  general  practitioner 
research  group.  The  authors  have  car- 
ried out  a  trial  of  a  single-dose  treat- 
ment with  thiabendazole  (Mintezol- 
Merck,  Sharpe  &  Dohme,  Ltd.)  or  thia- 
bendazole pamoate  in  forty-four  child- 
ren aged  1-10  years.  Doses  were 
administered  at  the  time  of  consulta- 
tion. The  laboratory  findings  were  sup- 
ported by  complete  relief  of  symptoms 
in  72  per  cent,  of  patients  by  the  end 
of  the  first  week  after  treatment,  with 
a  further  20  per  cent,  partially  re- 
lieved. Such  side  effects  as  did  occur 
were  related  to  the  gastro-intestinal 
tract.  (Practitioner,  May,  p.  719).
